Action on Water Rate Ordinance Laid 
Over Another Week—Milk Inspec¬ 
tion Ordinance Adopted 


LOCAL HAPPENINGS IMPRESSIVE 

TOLD IN BRIEF MEMORIAL SERVICE 


The city board of trustees met 
in regular weekly session last 
Monday night. 

A communication was received 
from Volunteer Hose Co. No. 1 
thanking the board for granting 
the use of the hall for its smoker 
last Wednesday night, and extend¬ 
ing an invitation to the members 
of the board to attend. 

Upon motion of Trustee Me 
Govern, seconded by Trustee 
Healy, the communication was or¬ 
dered tiled and the invitation ac¬ 
cepted. 

A communication was received 
from contractor Chas. J. Liudgren 
stating that the concrete curb and 
stone sidewalk work on Lux ave¬ 
nue was completed and ready to 
be accepted. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee Mc¬ 
Govern, it was decided that mem¬ 
bers of the board inspect the 
work and report at next meeting. 

A statement was received from 
Street Superintendent George A. ; 
Kueese giving a list of tools he had | 
received from former Superintend¬ 
ent of Streets F. Miner. 

As some of the tools purchased 
by the city were missing from the 
list, upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee 
Healy, the matter was referred to 
the street committee. 

A communication was received 
from Geo. H. Chapman, secretary 
of the local water company, giving 
a detailed statement as to what 
the items of expense consisted ot 
under the heading ol administra¬ 
tion in a report furnished the 
board by the company, upon which 
water rates to be paid by con¬ 
sumers in this city are to be based. 

W. J. Martin, representative of 
the company, explained to the 
board that the company had had 
considerable trouble during the 
past year with sand getting into 
the wells, and it nad been under 
heavy expense in endeavoring to 
overcome the difficulty. 

Upon motion of Trustee Mc¬ 
Govern, seconded by Trustee 
Healy, Trustees McGovern, Cun¬ 
ningham and Healy were appoint¬ 
ed as a committee to confer with 
Secretary Chapman in reference 
to the company’s statement of ex¬ 


pense and report at the next meet¬ 
ing. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee 
McGovern, action on the water 
rate ordinance was laid over an¬ 
other week. 

Superintendent of Streets Geo. 
A. lvneese reported he had the 
repairs on Mission road and Grand 
avenue extension partially com¬ 
pleted. 

He was authorized to go ahead 
and finish the work. 

Upon motion of Trustee Cun¬ 
ningham, seconded by Trustee 
McGovern, an ordinance providing 
for the inspection of milk and 
dairies was adopted. 

The ordinance is published in 
full on another page of The Enter¬ 
prise. 

A complaint of Wia. Rehburg 
about a mudholc in the alley be¬ 
tween Baden, Commercial, Linden 
and Maple avenues was referred 
to the street committee. 

A complaint that gardeners in 
this city have permitted manure to 
drop to the streets from then- 
wagons was referred to City Mar¬ 
shal H. W. Kneese. He was also 
instructed to enforce the ordinance 
in reference to vehicle licenses. 


Assemblyman Henry Ward Brown 
of this county in his fight against ne¬ 
potism among state officials has decid¬ 
ed to be more severe than he intended. 
The selection of relatives by officials of 
the state for the important and high 
salaried positions under their control 
has become so p ©valent, he says, that 
a check must be placed on the evil. 
When his bill aimed at nepotism came 
up for final consideration, he amended 
it, making the punishment a Tine of 
$1000 instead of $100, in addition to for¬ 
feiture of office upon conviction. Ne¬ 
potism is defined in the amended bill 
as the appointment to a sudsidiary po¬ 
sition of any relative of less than third 
degree of kin.

TOO MUCH SUNLIGHT 
IS VERY HARMFUL 


Vast harm is wrought bv acting up¬ 
on the erroneous assumption that, be¬ 
cause sunshine and vivid light are 
pleasurable by contrast with gloom, we 
shall better our health by exposing 
ourselves to glare and sun heat. Many 
optimistic, unreflecting, indeed un¬ 
scientific physicians have contributed 
much to the prevalence of this error. 
Fashions occur in medical opinion, 
many of which require powerful scien¬ 
tific influences to modify. A distin¬ 
guished surgeon, Colonel Charles E. 
Woodruff, U. 8. A., has made a scien¬ 
tific study of the effects of excessive 
light and heat on the blonde races. 
Among the most important conclusions 
readied is that all those individuals 
flourish best in the localities and under 
the physical conditions of theiroriginal 
race development. Blondes especially 
must have much shade, cloudiness, 
coolness, to enable them to maintain 
ordinary health. When they acquire 
any of the degenerate diseases, as for 
instance, tuberculosis, they regain 
health best under similar conditions. 
They lose strength, they fall into va¬ 
rious forms of neurasthenia, if they are 
subjected for any length of time to the 
opposite conditions. Their capacily.for 
resistance to the effects of prolonged 
heat is shown by Grawitz (Deutche 
Med. Wochenschrieft Berlin, August 
19, 1909) to be demonstrated by the in¬ 
jurious effects of sunbaths. This careful 
observer has found that under long ex¬ 
posure to sunlight, the heart action is 
morbidly increased, murmurs occur, 
the heart muscle shows strain and the 
whole circulation is disordered. Part 
of this evil effect is due to the direct ac¬ 
tion of the hot sun on the head, but it 
is obvious that mere prolonged- expo¬ 
sure tosun heat is so hurtful as to prove 
al times disastrous, even to those who 
were previously perfectly well. One of 
the most practical of his conclusions 
is that children allowed to play for 
hours on the sea beach not only are fre¬ 
quently much upset at the time, be¬ 
come feverish, sleep badly, but their 
nervous systems suffer so greatly when 
they return home that months are re¬ 
quired for them to recover. 

The lessons weshould learn are plain. 
Children, weakly or ailing people, are 
not benefited by much sun exposure. 
Strong people are readily injured, more 
or less, by overtaxation in hot weather. 
We should copy the customs of life of 
tropical peoples in their precautions.— 
Exchange.

STONE II FERTILIZER 


While there is a vast amount of non¬ 
producing land in everyone of the six 
New England States, the most profit¬ 
able acreage in all America, says the 
National Magazine, is held in New 
England. The average income from 
improved land within the State of 
Rhode Island is $33.80 per acre an¬ 
nually. 

Massachusetts stands with an aver¬ 
age annual income of $32.74, notwith¬ 
standing the average valuation of all 
farm land in Massachusetts is but $7.50 
per acre. Connecticut ranks third in 
the per acre value of farm products, 
producing over $31 per acre annually. 

A great question which is being giv¬ 
en intelligent consideration nowadays¬ 
es the proper way to reinvigorate the 
soil and keep it productive of whole¬ 
some vegetation under intensive meth¬ 
ods of cultivation. Soil is decomposed 
rock or volcanic lava and nature pro¬ 
vided in these and in the air and wa¬ 
ters all the elements that make plants 
grow and such at in vegetable form 
can be assimilated as food. 

These very rocks and stones which 
have been removed from cultivated 
Helds are the very stuir of which fer¬ 
tile soil is slowly made. Some kinds 
are less valuable in essential elements 
than others, but the sooner agricul¬ 
turists make use of these natural res¬ 
toratives forsoil exhaustion by grind¬ 
ing up suitable stone into mineral fer¬ 
tilizer the sooner will they solve the 
extermination of insects and grubs and 
increase the productivej|va!ue of their 
land. 

A Boston business man who has a 
farm at Lexington has been experi¬ 
menting with mineral fertilizer as a 
treatment for worn out soil and has 
only good to say of it. 

“Under very disadvantageous condi¬ 
tions the last season,” he said, “the 
mineral fertilizer has yet produced 
astonishing results. For corn it pro¬ 
duced stalks bearing five almost per¬ 
fect ears; for grass it effectually cov¬ 
ered a spot where the soil for three 
feet in depth had been previously 
graded off, leaving only yellow sand in 
which to plant. But the grass grew 
after the application of mineral fer¬ 
tilizer, as strongly at that spot as any¬ 
where else.” 

Others have testified that potatoes, 
peas, onions and other vegetables nur¬ 
tured on mineral fertilizer were not 
ravaged by cut worms and insects as 
were adjoining lots. An orchardist in 
West Acton had grown apples of re¬ 
markable size, color, flavor and keep¬ 
ing quality: no worms, no bugs. In a 
small private garden in Brockton 
everything was grown on mineral fer¬ 
tilizer to beat tile neighborhood and to 
become the admiration of all visitors. 

One tiling about the professor’s lec¬ 
ture at the village hall, on “The Won¬ 
ders of the Human Body,” seemed to 
Mrs. Goppinger to be not quite clear, 
and after her return home she was still 
pondering upon it.

An Ordinance to Provide for the 
Inspection of Milk and Dairies 
and Dairy Cows; and to Regulate 
the Sale of Milk in the City of 
South San Francisco, and to Pro¬ 
hibit and Punish the Disposition 
of Unwholesome, Impure or Adul¬ 
terated Milk. 



In reply to current reports that the 
German Government had asked foi 
American intervention in Mexico, or 
that it proposes to take independent 
measures to protect German interests 
and German subjects in that country. 
Baron Waechter, Secretary of State 
for Foreign Affairs, has authorized 
the Associated Press to state that 
Germany had made no representations 
to Washington on the subject, and 
does not contemplate taking any steps 
in the matter.

GRAVE SITUATION IN CHIHUAHUA 

Factories Closed and Food Supplies 
Are Scarce. 

Reports from Chihuahua, delayed 
several days in transmission, relate a ‘ 
distressing state of affairs in that 
city. Owing to the closing of some 
industrial establishments and the run¬ 
ning on short time of others because 
of a coal shortage many workmen 
have been thrown out of employment 
and are facing starvation. 

A measure to their advantage, how- ; 
ever, is being initiated by Governor 
Ahmuda, requiring all merchants to 
present invoices of the provisions in 
their possession and regulating the 
sale of provisions as to quantity to 
individual purchasers and as to price. ! 

Many merchants are said to have 
advanced their prices 30 per cent. 
These have been compelled to reduce 
their quotations to a fixed schedule, 
which is not really above normal. 
Lack of workmen to prepare for the 
planting of crops on the haciendas 
presages a shortage of foodstuffs dur¬ 
ing the coming season. 


Four Killed in Snowslide. 

Four were killed and one injured by 
a snowslide that destroyed the hoard¬ 
ing-house at Gold King mine, near 
Gladstone, in Southwestern Colorado. 
Wires to that part of the State are 
working badly and details are meager.

He will 
sail for Colon to make an inspection 
of the Panama canal. 


Costly Fire in Jamaica. 

Fire has swept the dockyard at Port 
Royal, Jamaica, causing a heavy loss. 


The Board of Trustees of the City 
of South Wan Francisco do ordain as 
follows: 

Section 1. 

The Board of Health of the 
City of South San Francisco is 
hereby authorized, empowered and di¬ 
rected to regulate and control the traf¬ 
fic in milk in said city, to provide 
for Ihe inspection of milk in said City 
of South San Francisco, and for the 
inspection of dairies and dairy cows 
producing milk for sale or consump¬ 
tion within said city. 

Section 2. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
or jiersons, firm or corporation, by 
themselves or by their agents, ser¬ 
vants or employes in the City of South 
San Francisco, to render or manufac¬ 
ture, sell, oiler for sale, exchange, de¬ 
liver, distribute or have in his or its 
possession, with intent to sell, expose 
or oiler for sale or exchange, or dis¬ 
tribute for human consumption, any 
impure, adulterated, unhealthy or un¬ 
wholesome milk. 

Section 3. 

The definition of the terms adulter¬ 
ated, impure, unhealthy and un¬ 
wholesome as used in this ordinance 
shall be construed as follows: 

1st— Milk containing less than 
twelve.(12) per centum of milk solids. 

2d—Milk containing more than 88 
per centum of water or fluids. 

3d—Milk containing less than three 
and three-tenths (3.3) per centum of 
fats from January 1st to April 30th, 
and three and four-tenths (3.4) per 
centum of fats from May 1st to De¬ 
cember 31st of eacli year. 

4lh—Milk drawn from cows within 
fifteen days before and five days after 
parturition. 

5th—Milk drawn from cows fed on 
any unhealthy or unwholesome food. 

6th—Milk drawn from cows kept in 
an unhealthy or unsanitary condition, 
or from cows aflected with any form 
of disease, or from cows which are 
supplied witli water which is impure 
or unwholesome. 

7th—Milk from which any part of 
the cream has been removed. 

8th—Milk which lias been diluted 
with water or with any other fluid, or 
to which has been added or into which 
has been introduced any foreign sub¬ 
stance whatever. 

9th—Milk drawn from cows or by 
milkers that are themselves in a con¬ 
dition of filth or uncleanliness. 

10th—Any milk which is shown by 
analysis to contain any substance of 
any character whatsoever not natural 
or normal constituents of milk, or 
to have been deprived, either wholly 
or in part of any constituents natu¬ 
rally or normally contained in milk. 

Section 4. 

It shall be unlawful for any person 
or persons, firm or corporation to have 
or carry on any wagon or vehicle upon 
which or from which milk or cream is 
being or is brought, sold, exchanged, 
delivered or distributed or offered or 
exposed for sale or distribution as food 
for any human being, any swill, gar¬ 
bage, refuse or any decaying or fer¬ 
menting, putrefying, foul, unwhole¬ 
some, noxious or filthy matter, or any 
cans or receptacles containing any 
material or substance with winch 
cream or milk might be diluted, adul¬ 
terated or rendered impure, unwhole¬ 
some or unhealthy. 

Section 5. 

In order to carry out the purposes 
and provisions of this order, the said 
Board of Health and all its officers, 
agents and employes shall have the 
right at any and all times to enter 
upon or into the premises of any pro¬ 
ducer or vendor or distributer of milk. 

Section 6. 

It shall be the duty of the said 
Board of Health to cause the dairies 
and other establishments from which 
milk brought into the City of South 
San Francisco is obtained to be in¬ 
spected from time to time to satisfy 
such Board that the provisions and 
requirements of this order are con¬ 
stantly complied with, and the Board 
of Health is hereby empowered to em¬ 
ploy the necessary help and to incur 
tiie necessary expense to make said in¬ 
spection when in their opinion the 
same is deemed necessary. 

Section 7. 

The Board of Healtli and all its of¬ 
ficers, agents and employes shall have 
the light at any time to take samples 
of milk from any person, persons or 
concern selling or exposing for sale or 
exchanging or delivering or distrib¬ 
uting milk in the City of South San 
Francisco, not exceeding, however, 
one quart thereof, such sample to be 
taken and sealed in full view and 
in the presence of the person 
from whom such sample is taken, and 
shall then and there furnish to the 
person from whom such milk is taken, 
one-half of such sample hermetically 
sealed, and shall deliver to the said 
Board of Health immediately the sam¬ 
ple so hermetically sealed. Such 
sample shall have written thereon, at 
the time of the delivery thereof to the 
said Board of Health, the dealer’s 
name and the date of the obtainment 
of the sample, and the name of t lie 
person by whom it was taken, and a 


memorandum thereof shall be made 
by the person obtaining such sample 
in a book kept for that purpose in the 
office of the Board of Health, showing 
the name of the owner or driver from 
whom, and the dale when the sample 
was taken. 

Section 8. 

Any milk brought into the City of 
South San F'rancisco from without 
shall be subject to tiie same inspection 
and regulations as milk produced in 
said City of South San Francisco. 

Section 9. 

No milk shall be taken from any 
cow, goat or other milk-producing an¬ 
imal unless such animal shall be in a 
clean and healthy condition; nor shall 
any such milk be taken from sucli 
animal except by an employe or other 
person who is himself in a cleanly, 
wholesome and healthy condition. 

Section 10. 

In houses where contagious disease 
is known to exist, no bottles, cans or 
other utensils in which milk is deliv¬ 
ered shall be collected until the houses 
have been fumigated, and said bottles, 
cans and oilier utensils sterilized. 

Section 11. 

No cow shall be milked unless the 
sides, bellies, haunches, udders, teats 
and tail of the cow shall be clean. 

Section 12. 

Before handling or milking the 
cows, milkers shall thoroughly wash 
and scrub their hands, and otherwise 
be thoroughly clean. 

Section 13. 

No,sick cow or cows showing signs 
of tuberculosis, contagious abortion, 
mammites, mammary abscess, disease 
of the udder or teat, or actinomyco¬ 
sis (lumpjaw) shall be allowed in the 
herd from which milk is drawn, and 
the milk of cows within thirty days of 
calving or five days after calving shall 
not be mixed with that of tiie herd or 
marketed. 

Section 14. 

All utensils and vessels used in the 
handling of milk shall be thoroughly 
washed and kept in a clean and whole¬ 
some condition. 

Section 15. 

Every dairy shall be supplied with 
pure water, tiie source whereof shall 
not be contaminated by any barn¬ 
yard, privy, sewer or other possible 
source of contamination. Cows shall 
not be allowed to drink from stagnant 
pools and shall have full access at all 
times to a supply of pure water. 

Section 16. 

Any person who shall violate any of 
the provisions of this ordinance shall 
be deemed guilty of a misdemeanor, 
and upon conviction thereof shall be 
punished by a fine of not less than 
twenty-five ( $25) dollars, and not 
more than five hundred ($500) dollars 
or by imprisonment in the county jail 
for not less than ten (10) days and not 
more than one hundred (100) days. 

Section 17. 

This ordinance shall be published 
once in The Enterprise, a weekly 
newspaper, printed and published in 
the City of South San Francisco, and 
shall take effect and be in force from 
and after tiie date of its passage. 

Introduced Hie 6th day of March, 
A. D. 1911. 

Passed and adopted as an ordinance 
of the City of South San Francisco at 
a regular meeting of tiie Board of 
Trustees of the City of South San 
Francisco, held on the 13th day of 
March, A. D. 1911, by the following 
vote:

Before any proposals for a termina¬ 
tion of the Mexican insurrection will 
be entered into by the insurrectos, 
President Diaz must agree to declare 
null his election of 1910 and must 
agree to submit to a new election un¬ 
der the terms for a free ballot al¬ 
lowed by the Constitution of 1857. He 
must agree to grant all the political 
reforms demanded. 

The insurrectos must not be re¬ 
quired to surrender their arms until 
peace is assured. This is the reply 
of Senor Gonzales Garza, the insur- 
recto Secretary of State, to the state¬ 
ment from New York that Senor Li- 
mantour, the Mexican Minister of Fi¬ 
nance, had formulated tentative plans 
for ending the insurrection, and in 
effect it is the reply of Francisco I.Ma¬ 
dero, the revolutionary leader, who is 
now fighting in the field. 

Madero Their Only Leader. 

Senor Garza has been in communi¬ 
cation with Madero and has acquainted 
Madero with whatever negotiations 
have been carried on in Washington 
and New York looking to a settlement. 
Francisco Madero is looked upon as 
the revolutionary president and as 
representing the will of the Insurrec¬ 
tos, and no peace plans will be en¬ 
tered into until he has given his con¬ 
sent and fully gone over the details, 
Senor Garza said. 

Madero is about 100 miles south of 
El Paso, surrounded by about 1000 of 
his followers. He is reported to be 
coming northward to be joined en 
route by General Orozco with 800 men. 
Whether his destination is the frontier 
in connection with any peace negoti¬ 
ations is not known. Communication 
with Madero has been difficult, as it 
requires three or four days for a 
courier to reach him. 

“President Madero is the only man 
authorized to conclude any armistice,” 
said Senor Garza. “He holds his 
authority because he represents the 
will of the people. Dr. Francisco Vas- 
quez, the insurrecto representative at 
Washington, or members of Madero’s 
family would be able only to suggest a 
plan.” 

Position of Insurgents. 

Senor Garza said: “The only presi¬ 
dent of Mexicr that we now recognize 
is Francisco I. Madero, who is fighting 
in the field. Proposals for peace would 
be considered by us only on condition 
that Madero be allowed to participate. 
He must be given a guarantee ot 
safety to all his men. A place would 
have to be assigned to him, perhaps 
Chihuahua, in which he freely might 
conduct peace negotiations. Mediation 
on the part of the United States or any 
other foreign power would not be ac¬ 
ceptable to us. 

“The insurrectos would not consent 
to surrender their arms. Suppose on a 
new ballot President Diaz would again 
be elected, would he then be acceptable 
to the insurrectos?” Senor Garza was 
asked. 

“Yes, we would accept him. But he 
never would be elected on a free bal¬ 
lot. We have no faith in him. Madero 
would be elected.” 


MOVEMENTS OF ARMY AND NAVY 


Troops to Remain in Concentration 
Camps. Is the Report. 

Troops now concentrating in San 
Antonio, Tex., are to be kept in that 
vicinity. So are those centering at 
San Diego, Cal., and at Galveston, Tex. 

So far as the Navy is concerned, it 
is declared that our gunboats on the 
east and west coasts of Mexico and 
Central America are simply exchang¬ 
ing places. 

The patrol work of the troops on 
the Mexican border is arduous and 
trying, and for fhis reason the War 
Department is making plans for re¬ 
lieving those now there after a short 
time. The men who are now doing 
the work are to be relieved at inter¬ 
vals, but there is no present intention 
on the part of the War Department of 
increasing the number of patrol. 

R is declared to even be possible 
that in the execution of the wish of 
President Taft to divest of any inter¬ 
national significance the movement of 
troops and naval vessels, the project¬ 
ed joint Army and Navy maneuvers 
may be abandoned. As a result, Ad¬ 
miral Staunton, who has arrived in 
Cuba with his armored cruiser, will 
begin a series of drills and evolutions 
in the vicinity. Whether Admiral 
Staunton’s squadron will be sent to 
the Texas coast at all will depend on 
developments. 

Because ef the great extent of the 
boundary line, more than 1500 miles, 
the patrol is a mammoth task.

for ten or twelve hours. The great 
volume of water tore away the solid 
earth embankment, and ties were 
washed out from under the rails for 
a distance of fifty feet. The washout 
is now twenty-five feet deep.

Dr. Aked received a call to the local i 
church when he was here several 
weeks ago, but he delayed acceptance 
until he had an opportunity of con- j 
ferring with his congregation in the 
East. 

Initial steps were taken at a meet 
ing at Concord for the opening of a 
scenic road to the summit of Mount 
Diablo. A committee was appointed 
to organize a company to be known 
as the Mount Diablo Tollroad Com¬ 
pany, and $5000 was subscribed as a 
nucleus for this company. 

Large tracts of land are being pur¬ 
chased from a Walnut Creek real es¬ 
tate broker by a client, whose name 
he refuses to divulge, for the purpose 
of installing a water supply system 
for the towns of Lafayette, Alamo and 
Walnut Creek. The broker states that 
he cannot divulge the name of his 
client, but that a new water company 
is to be formed to supply the needs 
of the three communities. He states 
that the natural springs on the land 
will produce a supply which will serve 
the community for twenty years. 


CHINA TO RESIST | 

THE RUSSIANS 

— 

invasion of Manchuria Probable 
by Russia and Japan 

The latest note of Russia to China 
is regarded as an ultimatum, and the 
occupation of Chinese territory is ex¬ 
pected to follow. Newspaper dis¬ 
patches from Harbin report much 
military activity on the part of China 
in Manchuria, where it is believed 
China intends to resist the movements 
of Russia. It is predicted that if this 
proves true, events are likely to lead 
to a partition of Manchuria between 
Russia and Japan. Japan has pro¬ 
claimed martial law in Southern Man¬ 
churia, and is distributing arms and 
building barracks. 

The Russian Ultimatum. 

The Russian Minister, M. Korosto- 
vetz has delivered Russia’s ultimatum 
to the Chinese ' Foreign Board. It 
caused much surprise among the of¬ 
ficials, who seemed not to realize the 
gravity of the crisis. 

Korostovetz lor the second time had 
requested permission on behalf of his 
Government to establish observation 
stations along the Amur and else¬ 
where on the frontier. He desired to 
place doctors and police in Chinese 
border towns effectively to quarantine 
the frontier. 

China viewed this as an infringe-1 
ment on her integrity and the Russian 
Minister was notified that reply would 
be given later. In the meantime Ko¬ 
rostovetz was requested to obtain 
further explanations from St. Peters- 
burg regarding the nature of the pro¬ 
posals, whereupon the Russian Gov¬ 
ernment evidently decided there was 
no further use of parleying. 

Invasion the Next Step. 

It is expected that the Russians will 
now settle many outstanding matters, 
including the plague quarantine, the 
disputed frontier, the protection of the [ 
railway from Hung Tze Hu, as well a3 
trade, Consular and other differences 
in connection with the treaty of 1881. 

It is pointed out that for manv 
weeks the press throughout Asiatic i 
Russia has been supporting the desire 
of the military annexation of Mon¬ 
golia and Northern Manchuni?, but 
the Chinese Foreign Board does not 
anticipate a serious invasion.

IN THE SENATE. 

The Senate this week has passed 
the following measures: 

A. B. 648, Stevenot, defining estrays. 1 

A. B. 393, Fitzgerald, providing that 
no deputy sheriff or constable shall be 
employed by a collection agency. 

A. B.’s 145 and 146, Young, amending 
the Political Code relating to the num- ; 
bering of propositions on ballots. 

A. B. 918, Slater, changing the tenure 
of officers of the National Guard from 
life to four years. This is in accord 
with the Constitution. 

A. C. A. 28, .Jones, excluding peace 
officers from the provisions of the Con¬ 
stitution prohibiting the issuance of 
passes to public officials. 

Assembly bill 198, Beatty, providing 
that railroads must carry drummers’ i 
samples and catalogues as baggage. 

Assembly bill 239, Griffin, raising 
the age at which children may work 
from 14 to 15 years. 

Assembly bill 1080, Denegri, chang¬ 
ing the name of “Discovery Day” to 
“Columbus Day.” 

Assembly bill 662, Mullally, prohibit-; 
ing minors under the age of 18 years 
from engaging in any business be¬ 
tween the hours of 10 o’clock at night | 
and 5 o’clock In the morning. 

Assembly bill 717, Corporations Com¬ 
mittee, authorizing unincorporated 
fraternal societies to purchase, receive 
and manage real estate. 

Senate bill 442, Wright, providing for 
a State exhibit at the Panama-Cali- 
fornia Exposition to be held in San 
Diego in 1915. 

Senate bill 924, Stetson, providing 
for the execution and delivery by the 
Governor of certain cases of titles to 
tide lands outside of incorporated 
cities already sold. 

IN THE ASSEMBLY. 

The following bills were acted upon 
in the Assembly: 

Senate bill 402, Stetson, appropri¬ 
ating $475 to finish work started at the 
California Institution for the Deaf and j 
Blind at Berkeley, passed. 

Senate bill 156, Caminetti, appropri¬ 
ating $3000 to purchase material to 
improve the Preston School of Indus¬ 
try, passed. 

Senate bill 523, Boynton, making an 
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appropriation of $10,000 for the Uni-1 
versity Farm at Davis, passed. The 
money is for a heating, power and 
light plant. 

Senate bill 454, Holohan, relating to 
sanitary districts, passed. 

Senate bill 1031, Behan, appropriat¬ 
ing $600 to make a display of flags, ■ 
colors, guidons and standards carried 
by California soldiers in certain wars 
and active service, passed. The display 
is to be made in the Capitol. 

Senate bill 894, Beban, changing the 
term of National Guard officers to 
four years, passed. 

Senate bill 1125, Hewitt, relating to 
change of attorneys, passed. 

Senate Concurrent Resolution No. 
12, Black, was adopted. It approves 
amendments to the charter of Santa 
Clara. 

Senate Joint Resolution No. 6, Cam¬ 
inetti, relative to the acquisition by 
the United States of the Calaveras Big 
Trees, was adopted. 

Senate bill 418, Stetson, relative to 
the dissolution of banks, discharge of 
certain receivers and escheat of un¬ 
claimed funds, passed. 

Senate bill 498, Wright, to provide 
for the dissolution of irrigation dis¬ 
tricts in San Diego and Los Angeles 
Counties, passed. 

At a joint meeting of a committee 
of the Legislature a report of Speaker 
Hewitt and Chairman Cogswell of the 
Ways and Means Committee of the 
Assembly and President pro tern. Boyn¬ 
ton and Chairman Cutten of the Fi¬ 
nance Committee of the Senate, it was 
agreed that the thirty-ninth session of 
the Legislature will come to a close at 
noon of March 28th. 

The Senate members of the joint 
committee believed that the session 
could be brought to a close Saturday 
night, March 25th, but the House mem 
hers maintained that the Curtin tax 
bill (Senate bill 13), to which 120 
amendments are to be proposed, and 
the reapportionment wrangle, would 
keep the solons in session until the 
end of the month. 

The date March 28th, was a com 
promise, and the current resolution to 
adjourn sine die will be made effective 
March 28th at noon. 

Governor’s Signature. 

Senator Black’s bill (Senate Bill 
360) providing for the initiative, ref¬ 
erendum and recall for all municipali¬ 
ties, received Governor Johnson’s sig 
nature, and becomes a law at the 
expiration of sixty days. 

Other bills signed by the Governor 
were: 

Senate Bill 723, making it a felony 
to smuggle drugs into county jails. 

Assembly Bill 388, making It a mis¬ 
demeanor to misstate on any manu¬ 
factured article or its container the 
conditions under which it was made. 

Providing that the District Attorney 
may amend an indictment or informa¬ 
tion to correct non-essential errors at 
any time before the trial starts, or, 
with consent of the Judge, at any time 
thereafter. 

That when a witness in a preceding 
trial on an identical cause cannot be 
reached, his testimony in that trial 
or his deposition may be introduced. 

Providing that eggs or butter in 
storage more than three months shall 
he labeled with the date they were 
put in storage, when exposed for sale

AMERICANS IN JAIL 
IN MEXICAN CITY 

Secretary Knox Makes Demand 
tor Their Release 

A serious diplomatic question has 
arisen between the United States and 
Mexico over the arrest by Mexican 
federal troops of Edwin M. Blatt of 
Pittsburg and Lawrence F. Converse 
of California. These young men have 
been imprisoned at Juarez since Feb¬ 
ruary 23d, and the United States Gov¬ 
ernment has made a formal request to 
the Mexican Government to surrender 
them. The United States asserts that 
the two Americans were taken on 
American soil, and that their seizure 
was a violation of the sovereignty of 
this Government. 

A direct issue of fact exists between 
the two governments on this question. 
The Mexican officials have declared 
categorically that the young men were 
taken on Mexican soil. The State De¬ 
partment. in its note to the Mexican 
Embassy does not qualify its conten¬ 
tion that the Americans were kid¬ 
naped from this side of the Rio Grande 
river. 

The State Department's note does 
not, of course, constitute a demand 
upon the Mexican Government, but 
with the issue squarely joined upon 
the facts it presents a situation in 
which one Government or the other 
will be obliged to recede from the 
views already expressed. The State 
Department’s note containing the re 
quest for the surrender of Blatt and 
Converse was sent, to the Mexican 
Embassy by Huntington Wilson, act¬ 
ing Secretary of State. Flmbassador 
de la Barra lias returned from New 
York, but the note had not yet been 
laid before him by his secretary. Mex¬ 
ican officials are inclined to minimize 
the importance of the diplomatic note 
and to suggest that it will be an easy 
matter to reach an agreement. 

In Juarez Jail. 

At.Juarez it was said no orders had 
been received for the release of Ed¬ 
win Blatt and Lawrence Converse of 
Glendora, near Los Angeles, Cal., who 
are being held by the Mexican authori¬ 
ties, and it was believed no direction 
for the disposition of the prisoners 
would be forthcoming for several 
days. 

Blatt and Converse, both of whom 
are 21 years old, were arrested Feb¬ 
ruary 22d near the Mexican boundary 
at a point thirty-two miles east of El 
Paso. They were placed in the Juarez 
jail, charged with sedition against 
Mexico. Evidence was sent to the 
State Department on behalf of the 
prisoners that they were on the Amer¬ 
ican side of the boundary when cap¬ 
tured. The Mexican officials con¬ 
tended the contrary. 

For the first four days of their im¬ 
prisonment, Blatt and Converse were 
kept incomunicado, but since they 
have been allowed to receive a limited 
number of visitors. The parents of 
Converse have been in El Paso more 
than a week in anticipation of orders 
from Mexico City for their release. 


Blanco’s Force Split Into Factions. 

General Blanco’s campaign against 
Agua Prieta seems to have ended in 
dismal failure from the rebel stand¬ 
point. Following the offensive move¬ 
ment of the Mexican F’ederals in tha 
direction of the rebel camp, no sign 
was to be seen of the rebel soldiers. 
There are Indications that Blanco’s 
forces have split up into factions, some 
of which have deserted to the Ameri¬ 
can side.
